Effects of Overexposure 

INHALATION: Major route of exposure. Vapor is heavier than air and

Inhalation of high concentrations can cause 
light-headedness, giddiness, shortness of breath, and/or 
confusion, and may lead to narcosis, cardiac 
irregularities, unconsciousness, or even death.
